«This situation grew out of the 
fact our educational system did 
not consider langaages important. 
Universities and colleges today re- 
quire two years of language for 
entrance. Dr. James B. Conant’s 
recent study of the American sec- 
ondary school system seized cn 
this as an example of waste. Two 
years in a language are not 
enough to provide any proficiency. 
Four years are the minimum. 


The Hicksville public schools of 
New York State, for example, are 
working on an experiment fi- 
nanced by the Fund for the Ad- 
vancement of Education. In for- 
eign languages written syllabi 
have been completed in French 
and Spanish for grades three 
through seven. Work has begun 
on similar syllabi in German and 
Italian. Progress is being made 
on development of courses in 
these four languages at the junior 
high school level. Early identifi- 
cation of linguistic ability and in- 
terest has received much atten- 
tion.

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US.-British Fallout 


Triples Russia’s 
But AEC Blames Red Bombs 


For Record Nuclear Debris

e United States and Britain 
have created nearly three times as much radioactive 
debris with atomic weapons tests than the Soviet Union 
has, the Atomic Energy Commission disclosed Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON—1 


Largely as a result of the in- 
tensive Soviet atomic tests series 
last fall, however, there is now 
a record amount of radioactive 
debris in the stratosphere waiting 
to fall out on the earth. 


SOVIET INCREASE 


In the past two years, and par- 
ticularly last fall, the commis- 
sion disclosed, the Soviet Union 
thas thrust more radioactive debris 
into the atmosphere than the 
United States and Britain com- 
bined. 


Scientists predicted that this 
stratospheric debris would fall 
out very rapidly and principally 
over the northern hemishpere, 
with the result that the present 
level of radioactive fallout on the 
ground would be doubled in the 
next few years. 


The rapid increase in fallout 
levels, they said, will result in 
rising levels of radioactive ma- 
terials, such as Strontium 90, in 
milk and in children’s bones. The 
scientists, however, presented re- 
assuring conclusions that the fall- 
out did not present a substantial 
health hazard. 


OPENS HEARING 


These were among the major 
new developments to emerge as 
a joint congressional subcommit- 
tee on atomic energy opened four 
days of public hearings to review 
the latest information on the ex- 
tent and the threat of fallout 
from atomic weapons tests. 


For the first time the AEC dis- 
closed how much radioactive de- 
bris has been created since the 
first atomic weapons were ex- 
ploded in 1945 and how much was 
contributed by the Western and 
Soviet atomic powers before the 
halt in atomic testing last fall. 


A table supplied. the subcom- 
mittee by Dr. Charles L. Dunham, 
director of the commission’s di- 
vision of biology and medicine, 
showed that since 1945 the three 
atomic powers have exploded 
atomic and hydrogen bombs with 
a total fission yield of 91,460 kilo-

Rape-Suspect Death 


POPLARVILLE, Miss. (AP) — 
Mack Charles Parker, kidnaped 
from his jail cell in this tiny 
Mississippi sawmill town, died of 
bullet wounds at the hands of 
masked terrorists, a coroner’s 
jury ruled Tuesday. 


The six-man, shirt-sleved jury 
read its simple verdict in the 
sweltering Pearl River County 
Courthouse. The verdict said: 


‘Death apparently was caused 
by two %-inch high speed projec- 
tiles that entered the victim’s 
body.” 


CLIMAXES SEARCH 


The bloated, water - bleached 
body of the 23-year old Negro 
truck driver was found in the 
Pearl River near Bogalusa, La., 
Monday. Parker and his kidnap- 
ers had been the objects of wide- 
spread search by FBI agents and 
Mississippi highway patrolmen 
since he was kidnaped April 25. 


Parker was awaiting trial on 
charges of raping a pregnant 
white woman. His trial would 
have started April 27. 


President Eisenhower said at 
his Washington press conference 
he was confident Parker’s slayers 
would be caught and punished. He 
discounted any probability the 
case would push new civil rights 
legislation and said the State of 
Mississippi was cooperating fully 
with FBI agents. 

‘IDENTITY ESTABLISHED 


FBI agent Joseph M. Myers tes- 
tified at the inquest and said the 
body showed two fully penetrat- 
ing holes, one on the right side 
and the other near the breast- 
bone. 


Another FBI agent, J. E. Smith, 
testified the top layer of skin was 
missing from Parker’s body, but 
he added there was enough flesh 
left on some fingers to establish 
identity. 


The FBI established the identity 
of the body by comparing the 
prints with those on Parker’s Ar- 
my enlistment papers. 


A sister, aunt and uncle claimed 
Parker’s body from a Hattiesburg, 
Miss., Negro mortuary and con- 
ducted funeral services at nearby 
Lumberton. Parker’s mother could 


ot be located. 


Ike Boosts Hopes 


For Parley at Top

WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower said Tues- 
day a summit meeting was a “foregone conclusion” if 
there were any hope it could ease world tensions. 


The President told his news con- 
ference he hoped there would be 
“some progress” at the meeting 
of Soviet, U.S., British and French 
foreign ministers, which begins in 
Geneva next Monday. 


But he minimized the impor- 
tance of that gathering by saying 
“all of us do know that within 
the Soviet regime there is only 
one man who can talk authorita- 
tively’’—obviously—Premier Khru- 
shchev. 


VIRTUALLY CERTAIN 


Most observers who heard or 
read the President’s statement 
concluded that only the flat re- 
fusal of the Russians to discuss 
the Western proposals that will 
be introduced at Geneva next 
week could prevent a meeting of 
the President, the Soviet premier, 
British Prime Minister Macmillan 
and French President De Gaulle 
in the summer. 


While the President talked with 
reporters at the White House, Sec- 
retary of State Herter was on 
Capitol Hill discussing the coming 
foreign ministers’ conference. 


In a two-hour appearance be- 
fore the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, the new secretary ex- 
plained the allied ‘“‘package” pro- 
posal he and his British and 
French colleagues will present to 
Soviet Foreign Minister Gromyko 
next week. 


HERTER NOT OPTIMISTIC 


After the meeting, the commit- 
tee chairman, Sen. Fulbright (D- 
Ark) said he and his fellow sena- 
tors found it “‘a sound and reason- 
able plan.” He said Herter had 
not gone into the finer details of 
the allied proposals. 


“The nature of the negotiations 
is such that it does not lend it- 
self to public discussion in ad- 
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vance,” the senator said. 


Fulbright said he found Herter 
“not particularly optimistic but 
not completely without hope 
either” about prospects at the 
Geneva meeting. 


“He hopes the Geneva meetings 
will be sufficiently fruitful to 
justify a summit meeting later 
on,”’ Fulbright said. 


The Senate foreign relations 
chief told newsmen that the ques- 
tion of Senate representation at a 
summit meeting had been “‘left 
open for future consideration.” 
The senator admitted the matter 
of such representation had been 
discussed by him and the secre- 
tary of state.

This Foolish Law? 


Saying “I am not sure what the pur- 
pose of it is,’ Gov. Vandiver yesterday 
seemed to be agreeing with most other 
Citizens in wondering why public offi- 
cials should have the right to appear 
before grand juries investigating charges 
of malfeasance in conduct of their offices. 

In effect, the 1943 law gives said 
officials the right to two trials, one be- 
fore the grand jury and the second in 
open court. Whatever prompted the law 
and whatever its purpose might have 
been, all Georgians are surprised to find 
public officials have the right to defend 
themselves before grand juries—even to 
the extent of examining witnesses. _ 

Why should officials have this priv- 
ileged status? What sets them apart 
from other alleged law violators? Did 
the General Assembly intend to set up 
a law exempting them from the same 
responsibilities incumbent upon other 
citizens? 

Could it be that the law itself has 
been responsible for the reluctance of 
grand juries and solicitors to inquire into 
operations of state and local govern- 
ments? Could it be the reason for the 
growth of corruption in government and 
the cynicism of officials toward the pub- 
lic’s interest? 

Yesterday was reported one of the 
evil connotations of the law. Certain em- 
ployes of Comptroller General Zack 
Cravey’s office were called in and in- 
formed that Cravey would be on hand to 
hear any testimony they might give the 
grand jury. The law obviously can be 
used as a club to hold over any such 
employe of state government. 

Fulton Rep. Wilson Brooks said Mon- 
day night he is drafting legislation to 
repeal the law. It certainly should be 
repealed. We cannot believe the General 
Assembly wants a law which in practice 
provides extraordinary immunity for 
public officials before the law. __ 

Meanwhile, honest, decent citizens 
who happen to be on government pay- 
rolls should not allow themselves to be 
coerced on a threat—implied or actual— 
of losing their jobs. If the merit system 
has any merit at all, it certainly should 
be applied in any such case. 7 

Gov. Vandiver has vowed no special 
treatment before the law for officials or 
state employes. But this law on the books 
apparently makes it mandatory. It should 
be removed.

down decisions based on the constitu- 
tional provision against exclusion of Ne- 
groes from juries. This is, it must be 
understood, no new rule. It is almost 
a century old.. 

In Mississippi only eligible voters 
may serve on juries. But also in Missis- 
sippi few Negroes are accepted as elig- 
ible voters. Thus in a large area of the 
state, most of it in fact, it now is in ques- 
tion whether it is possible to obtain a 
constitutionally valid jury decision. 

Happily Georgia is almost free of this 
complication. But we do have in Georgia 
a few fanatic men who seek to deceive 
the people and who abuse and smear all 
those who try to present the moderate 
viewpoint—namely, there is no way to 
ignore or bypass the law. 

The whole South, all its millions of 
decent law-abiding people and its good 
name and reputation will suffer because 
of the lynchers at Poplarville. And we 
will pay a penalty, too, for extremism in 
any field which encourages defiance of 
the processes of law.

Lame-Duck Presidents 
Do Have Clipped Wings 


Former President Truman testified 
Monday before a Senate subcommittee 
which will determine whether or not to 
seek repeal of the 22nd Amendment to 
the Constitution. It is the amendment 
which limits the presidential terms to 
two. 

Truman said that since the restric- 
tive amendment did not apply to him 
and since he could have offered for an- 
other term, he felt free to speak. He 
did so with typical Truman forthright- 
ness. 

It doesn’t matter whether the pres- 
ident is a Republican or a Democrat, said 
Truman. This amendment is harmful to 
the country and to its government. It 
makes the second term president a much 
less influential person. He cannot be an 
effective president 

“If a president is a bad one the peo- 
ple will know it,” he said. “They won't 
re-elect him if they don’t want him.” 

The nation can see the truth of Tru- 
man’s statement. The President is handi- 
capped. The government, and therefore 
the people, suffer because of the amend- 
ment. We trust the Congress will vote 
for its repeal and submit it to the nation. 

There is one final important point. 
It is that amendments to the Constitution 
should be voted only after great delib- 
eration. The prohibition amendment was 
an error, Certainly this was something 
which should have been left to the states. 
Mr. Truman is quite right to say the 
voters should be allowed to say when a 
president should be removed. There is 
no reason not to trust their judgment.

Nelson Rockefeller 
Will Be Candidate 


NEW YORK—It is entirely reasonable that 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller should keep his counsel 
as to whether he is going after the Republican 


presidential nomination next year. It is entirely reasonable that re- 
porters should do’ their best to extract that secret from the inner 


recesses of his political thinking. 

Certainly all the political pro- 
fessionals, Democratic and Re- 
publican alike, are speculating 
more on this one question than 
on anything else: Will he or 
won’t he? And there is never any 
doubt as to whom the “he” re- 
fers. , 

The doubt is not whether he 
would like the nomination, wel- 
come it and accept it. He would. 
The real question at issue is 
whether he will actively seek the 
nomination and take steps to get 
it. 

Rockefeller is not saying. That 
belongs right at the top of the 
record. But based on every fact 
and factor I can put my hands 
on my judgment is: 

That he will seek the 1960 presi- 
dential nomination, that his atti- 
tude will not be passive but ac- 
tive and that the extent of his ac- 
tivity will ‘depend largely upon 
how much "activity is needed to 
get it. 

I doubt Yery much that Rocke- 
feller, who has been devoting 16 
hours a to being governor of 
New York, has fully thought 
through his intentions.

Now, that means that they | 
may be found in any part of the | 
digestive tract, which is a hollow | 
organ throughout its entire) 
length; they may also be found 
in the urinary bladder and the 
‘gall bladder. 


| More and more is known pop- 
ularly about the disease divertic- | 
‘ulitis, which is a condition in | 
which inflammation and infection | 
develop in such sacs and usually 
this condition is found in the co- 
lon. This condition may lead to 
complications and require medical | 
and sometimes surgical treat- 
ment. 


| When diverticula are found in 
the esophagus or stomach, or |

BUCHANAN—When Haralson 
County’s Teacher of the Year 
for 1957 turns to her homework, 
it’s crazy, man, crazy.

In Athens this week the sec- 
ond in a series of special 
courses to train garden club 
members to become critics of 
landscape design is being held 
for members of the South At- 
lantic region,. National Council 
of State Garden Clubs. It is be- 
ing directed by Prof. Hubert 
B. Owens, head of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia’s landscape ar- 
chitecture department. 


Stephen Pugh, arborist with 
the Southern Bell Telephone Co. 
here, speaking informally on 
the subject of trees had this to 
say: 


“In selecting a tree for either 
street or home planting, it is 
important to keep in mind cer- 
tain basic facts. Each tree 
should be chosen to fill a defi- 
nite purpose in a definite place. 
In most cases, trees are plant- 
ed for ornamental purposes to 
provide shade, to frame a fea- 
ture, to provide a vista or to 
screen unsightly structures or 
installations.”’ 


Mr. Pugh has compiled a 
booklet on “Landscape Design 
for Street Trees’’ which was 


distributed to garden club lead- 
ers attending the school. 


“Once the purpose of the 
planting is established, he said, 
“the proper tree to fulfill the 
purpose may be selected. The 

| principal factors governing this 
choice are size, shape, rate of 
growth, flowering and fruiting 
characteristics, foliage color and 
maintenance costs. In most 
home plantings and virtually all 
street plantings, space limita- 
tions are rigid. Therefore, the 
size and shape of the tree to 
be planted are of paramount 
importance. Street tree plant- 
ings are more exacting than 
those for the home grounds. 
Street trees must not interfere 
with sidewalks, sewers, overhead 
lines, street lights, vehicular 
or pedestrian traffic and traf- 
fic control signs and lights.”

He has listed 10 “‘Don’ts” for 
tree planters. Don’t plant a 
tree just because it is adver- 
tised as fast growing. Fast 
growth means weak growth and 
extensive root systems that 
can cause exnensive troubles. 
Don’t plant drab, colorless trees. 
Many beauti‘ul species give 
splendid foliage characteristics, 
superb fall color, etc. 


Don't plant silver maples, 
Chinese elms, poplars, willows 
or similar species unless fa- 
miliar with the limited use 
range of the species and the 
harmful effect on property. 
Don’t plant a tree in a restrict- 
ed place that will grow into 
immense proportion. Don’t plant 
a tree too deep. Don't prune 
newly planted trees in the hat- 
rack manner and do not prune 
the main leader of any properly 
grown nursery tree. 


Don’t plant trees haphazardly.
